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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL NURSE FOR THE YEAR 1946 

There are 537 pupils registered in the public and parochial 
schools in West Rutland. 

These pupils have been examined twice during the school year 
with special emphasis on correction of defects found-such as 
nutrition, eyes, ears, throat and tonsil defect, also posture and 
cleanliness. A health record of each pupil examined is kept on file. 

During the schopl year 46 pupils were given small pox vaccine — 
35 serum for prevention of whooping cough— 22 diphtheria 
toxiod. 

Four children were taken to consult Miss Dunn for speech 
defects — Office located on Park St., Rutland, Vt. 

The children recommended for chest N-ray were taken to the 
Tubercular Health Clinic, 

Mr. Hinchey, High School Principal, had a vision tester in* 
stalled which has proven very satisfactory in our work, 25 
pupils were fitted to glasses*— many others checked and being 
carefully watched. 

In March 1946 a new program of dental hygeine was started. 
All children of Main Street Elementary grades from first 
to the eighth were examined. Dr. YanSandvoord of Rutland 
conducted this clinic. Each child examined was given a chart 
with defects revealed. This chart w^as taken home to parents. 
Many of the children took advantage of this clinic. The work 
was done at the Main Street School. The clinic ended in June — 
but many pupils continued their dental work during the summer. 
The result of this clinic was most satisfactory . 

Each student paid for their dental work. 

There were 150 follow up and home calls made.

The Community Room has been in great demand through the 
year. There has been 42 suppers and other entertainments, in- 
cluding Girl Scouts and Red Cross meetings.
